BOER PICKET DESTROYED 



Discovery by the Brlllsh Guards Ends 
Disastrously for an Obser- 
vation Parly.

Modder Itiver, DtV. 12. — Tuesday. —

the plain, which the Boers were shelling 
from an adjoining ridge, they encounter- 
ed and cut up n strong Boer picket post- 
ed on a hill for purposes of observation. 
All the members of the picket were either 
killed, wounded or taken prisoners. 



THE MAGERSEI 1XTEI N ORDEAL. 

Upwards or Eight Hundred the Total of 
Methuen's Casualties— Boers Also 
Suffered Terribly. 

London, Dec. 14.— An official report 
gives the total number of killed, wound- 
ed and missing of all arms in the en- 
gagement oil Sunday and Monday, north 
of Modder River, at S12. 

Of the ofllcens In wen- killed and -17 
wounded, while five are said to be miss- 
ing and one is known to have been cap- 
tured. 

There were 650 casualties among the 
non-com missioned officers and men of the 
Highland brigade, who lost 10 officers 
killed, 38 wounded and -I missing.

TREACHERY OB BLUNDER. ^ 

Had Highlanders Any Hint of Danger 
They Might Have Rushed Boer 
Trenches. 

London, Dec. 15. — The correspondent 
of the Standard at Modder River, de- 
scribing the light at Magersfontein, says: 

"Six miles had to be covered before 
the Highland brigade could reach the 
Boers' stronghold. It is not yet clear 
through what mischance the force, 
which was led by guides, came upon the 
Boer trenches unexpectedly and so sud- 
denly. Beyond question, the Boers were, 
aware of the approach of the British and 
had prepared to receive them. 

"According to one version two High- 
landers through nervousness discharged 
their rifles prematurely but it is equal- 
ly positive that the advance Boer scouts 
conveyed the intelligence. 

"Our men wero totally unprepared. 
They had not even lixed bayonets. 'JTlie 
disaster was all tho more exasperating 
because of uhe consciousness that had the 
brigades been extended and witli bay- 
onets fixed the trenches might have been 
successfully rushed with far less loss of 
life.

Judging from information gleaned from 
the Boer wounded and prisoners taken 
in different parts of the field, the Boer 
Joss must have exceeded TDD. The de- 
struction wrought by the naval guns was 
enormous.

All confess that it wo* their great- 
est loss during the war. 

The British troops returned to Modder 
Itiver, owing to lack of water near the

Durban, Oct. 24.--Uitlandor refugees 
arriving here bring news of the battle- 
Held of Gleneoe and of the situation in 
Johannesburg, Pretoria and the Trans- 
vaal generally. Heinricll Auer, a tler- 
' man, who had been forced to leave Jo- 
| lumneshurg because, as husband of an 
IKnglish woman, he was suspected of 
1 British sympathies, says: 
j "1 judge ihere were about a thousand 
dead anil wounded on the battlefield of 
j Gleneoo when we passed it on October 
21, in the afternoon. I shall never forget 
', I'lie sighr, and 1 'haven't slept a second 
I since -them. Picture to yourself heaps of 
I bodies, some stretched out beyond their 
own length, it .seemed, as if they hail 
grown longer with the infinity of torture. 
Others curled up as if, ie dying, they 
had been searching for a friendly hand 
and in their anxiety had. perhaps, caught 
hold of their own Hittbs. 

'•There were rows of Boers who died 
kneeling in l he trenches in n natural po- 
sition. Several bodies I found . standing 
boldly upright, leuuing against trees or 
other impediments that had prevented 
them from falling. They were all shot 
in the head and their faces were black 
front powder dust or the beginning of pu- 
tri faction. 

"Many of the horse circasses were al- 
ready shapeless masses, gases having 
swelled them. And all over this living 
grave rose the gurgling wailing of 
wounded and expiring men, who groaned 
ami sighed fur help, or for death to come 
while the real saliva ran down the mouth 
ami while their bunds and nails clutched 
at the earth and grass. 

"Ah, that one might be a ministering 
angel and despatch some of these un- 
happy ones by a beneficial dose of poison! 
I caught myself running away howling 
and blubbering from the side of a Boer, 
wlio was vainly trying to stuff back his 
protruding entrails. There a brave- ritle- 
in a n had bitten off bis tongue while siev- 
ed by spasms. I saw three or four men 
die within arm's length of inc. One 
suddenly rose, jumped high in the air and 
fell back dead. 

"Outside of the hospital tents I found 
Boers lying on cots fidgeting around their 
anus and murmuring: 'What's the use, 
lei's retreat and hack at them.' 

"Here was a whole row of dead sharp 
shooters, disposed in excellent order, 
with their officer in the eeijtre, evidently 
struck by a volley as they themselves 
were obeying a command to shoot. An 
overturned battery there, the pieces of 
ordnance buried in the sand, parts of 
human ami horses' bodies in a pool of 
blood. Many of the dead had their 
laces turned in tile direction of the 
sinking .-an. Their spirits were sinking 
al the same nine. I reckon "

The "friendly conference" between tin 
members of the aldermauio board of thi 
city and the promoters of what is known formed 
as the Fort Angeles ferry scheme, ar- 
ranged for last evening, and which it was 
hoped would result in such mutual con- 
cessions as would result in a reconsidera- 
tion of the long-delayed bylaw and its 
submission to the people, has been held— 
and has failed in the accomplishment of 
the purpose aimed at. There seemed no 
possibility of reconciling antagonistic in- 
terests, and when President dishing and 
Attorney Trumbull of the I'ori Angeles- 
Eastern road, withdrew, it was with a 
general understanding that the long dis- 
cussed bylaw, so far as the present coun- 
cil is concerned, is dead beyond all hope. 
The representatives of iht project declar- 
ed that they would not accept anything 
iu,s than substantially the original by- 
law, and would not look at il with the 
subsidy anywhere in the neighborhood id' 
$b,7o0" per' annum. On the other hand, 
an' approximated majority of the board 



were tirui in a decision not to consent to 
the original bylaw, even at so substan- 
tial a reduction as would be made if the 
lirst-named amount were cut in two. This 
was the deadlock that proved fatal to 
the bylaw. 



Mr. Trumbull fenced the question by 
saying that it did not seen proper to ask 
the company to bid for privileges the 
council had shown no disposition to 
grant. 

Then Aid. Stewart sought to ascer- 
tain on what authority Aid. Day ward 
bad said to the council that he was in- 
i reduction of subsidy would bo 
accepted. 

"To put that lo a practical test," said 
Aid. llayward, "why not let the council 
restore the by-law to its original form 
and then approach the company. It's 
scarcely fair to present a suppositious 
case, and ask for a definite answer."

In opening the meeting Mayor Rcdfcru 
explained that, in accordance with a 
promise given some time ago, the coun- 
cil hail allowed tin' matters at isruio t 
remain in abeyance until the promoter 
of the firrv had consulted with their 
Eastern directors. It was now for the 
friends of the .scheme to say what they 
wished done. 

Mr. dishing agreed with bis worship 
in his d: linn ui : f the sjitu it; n. and tcok 
occasion to again emphasize that the 
financing of the road was accomplished, 
and tic undertaking, so far as the rail- 
way was concerned, assured. With re- 
gard to the ferry proposals, he did not 
see that he could say more than he al- 
ready had. As the bylaw had to be 
amended, it was valueless so far as bis 
company was concerned. The company 
would accept nothing less than the origi- 
nal bylaw; and while he could not go so 
far as to say that a reduction of sub- 
sidy might not be considered, he would 
say plainly that double the original 
amount could not he considered with 

some of th ulitions the council had 

hit reduced. 

In response to a request from the 
in. ivor that, the objectionable conditions 
he defined. Mr. (. 'ashing named them 
a> the requirement that the boats should 
he built, registered and provisioned in 
Victoria; that they shauld make two 
nips daily; that they should be in control 
of a directorate limited to .seven, three 
of whom should be named by the Council 
id' Victoria, and one of whom should be 
I he mayor ex olllcio; and that wharfage 
dues should be waived in the event of the 
passenger steamer docking and landing 
miscellaneous consignments of broken 
packages at any of the private wharves 
of the inner harbor. 

Each of these conditions was then, .at 
Mr. Cubbing's suggestion, thoroughly dis- 
cussed. 'Hie railway and ferry promo- 
Ires took the ground that the Victoria 
interests were effectually safeguarded 
in the by-law itself, inasmuch as all ad- 
vantages to the company are made con- 
ditional upon the accomplished provis- 
ions of the service defined and 
of the aldermen, notably Aid. Beckwith. 
Cameron, ami Stewart, insisting that 
they would not approve any by-law with- 
out some at least of the amended con- 
ditions. 

Then consideration of details and con- 
ditions was for ; i time abandoned, and 
the main question of the subsidy again 
approached. , 

Aid. Kinsman, to bring matters to a 
direct issue asked;

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THE WAR. 

Never since the war begun was interest 
more keen in Victoria than yesterday. 
Early in the morning a bulletin wis re- 
ceived staling that Generals Buller ami 
Clery had captured 10,000 liners and 
entered Ladysmith. It cannot be said 
that people believed it, although every 
one hoped it was true. Later there was 
given out news that the war office had 
heard tin- report but having no official 
advices did not credit it. Then came the 
stock exchange story of a sharp rise in 
prices because of this great achievement, 
and afterwards the telegram from Mon- 
treal to the elTecl that the Bank of Mon- 
treal had received a cable from London 
confirming the story. Notwithstanding 
all this people wore slow to believe it 
could be true. In fact tin- believers were 
in ii very small minority. At this hour 
continuation lias been received and

therefore nuch continents as ai 
made are only of value so far ; 
may remind readers of some fai 
must bo kept in mind in regard 
operations around Ladysmith. 

Ill the first place, we know very little 
indeed of wlu't is going on there. Buller 
is keeping his counsel with a persistency 
that is surprising. But enough lias leak- 
ed out. to show that certain things are 
•possible. Between Buller and White 
there must he something like 30,000 
troops available on our side, and the 
Boer force cannot be much if any 
greater. We shall not be surprised t<> 
learn that, it is considerably less. It is 
unreasonable to suppose that our forces 
have been idle (hiring the last week or 
two. 'Die natural inference from the 
absence of any news is that they have 
been manoeuvering for position and their 
movements have been kept a secret, as 
far as possible for obvious reasons. It 
is possible that one column may have 
advanced against the enemy from the 
oast at. tile same time as another has 
done so from the south, and that the 
Ladysmith garrison has moved down 
from the north. If this has been done, 
or if this is done at. any time in the 
future, the enemy would be in very diffi- 
'cult. straits. ::ii<l the cajpturc of a con- 
siderable portion at their army would be 
likely to occur. There is, therefore, 
nothing at all impossible in the story of 
yesterday. If it is not true, it may at 
any time bo so, if everything goes well 
on mir side. 

Our losses in Che light north .if the 
Modder River were very heavy and the 
fact t'hat they were mostly due to a sur- 
prise does not lessen in any way the sor- 
row that they occasion. There is no dis- 
position to unfavorably criticize Gen. 
Methuen's action, and his brilliant work 
in tin- [last entitles bun to a hearing he- 
fore any opinion is expressed, but it is 
hard to uderstand why 'he Black Watch 
were marched right into r.ho very muz- 
zles of the enmy's rifles without knowing 
where they were. The retirement mi 
Modder River is not a Totreat. After 
the close of t'he day's tight our troops 
slept: upon the battle ground, and all 
thai Cen. Mohlruen appear* to have .lone 
is to return to' his former position. The 
inability of the Boers to follow him up 
shows that t'hey must have suffered very 
severely, even if We were not in receipt 

of accounts to that effect. The position 
at Modder River is likely to remain un- 
changed f..r a day or two. 



The Conservative leader has enjoyed 
something like a triumphal progress all 
the way from Manitoba, and Victoria 
ought not to fall behind any other city 
in this respect. 

WHEN THE HOUSE MEETS. 

What will happen when the house 
meets is beginning to possess a lively 
interest to the public generally. Members 
of the government say that they will be 
sustained by a very small majority. On 
the other hand, some well-informed mem- 
bers of the opposition say that the ma- 
jority against the ministry will be seven. 
Others who are inclined to bo more con- 
servative in their claims say that Mr.

Fre- 
luent appeals to the people are undisir- 
nble, anil it' a new government can be 
formed which will command the confi- 
dence of I majority of the members of

THE PORT ANGELES EASTERN. 

We learn that the Tort Angeles-East- 
ern Railway Company have their affairs 
in such a shape that the construction of 
the line next season is now beyond all 
doubt. In other words, the little city 
across the Strait will by this time next 
year lie in the enjoyment of transconti- 
nental railway connection. This news 
is of very great interest to the people of 
\ n torn for it means that, if wise coun- 
sels prevail. we will be able before 
Christmas, 1900, to embark on ;i rail- 
way ferry here for any point in the Uni- 
ted States or Canada, and will have only 
a short hour's run across the water to 
reach a Pullman car. Wc believe that the 
people of this city will do what is neces- 
sary to secure such a connection. 

The Port Angeles railway will undoubt- 
edly he an excellent piece of road. The 
country that it will open up is one of the 
richest in the world as far as timber re- 
sources go. and as we showed in an ar- 
ticle in these columns a day or two ago, 
lumber is rapidly becoming king in the 
United States. The quantity of growing 
timber of the finest quantity that will 
lie made available to eastern markets by 
this railway is almose beyond ealctlla 
lion. The other resources of the Olym- 
pic peninsula are known to be grea 
We look for an era of progress aero 
the Strait such as has been enjoyed in 
different periods by other localities after 
the inaguration of railway eommuniea 
t ion. 

We are also very confident that, when 
tbii- line has been constructed, the 
portancc of Port Angeles as a shipping 
point will be enormously increased. It 
has the finest harbor on the Pacific C 
of the United Slates, and its proximity 
to the ocean makes it one of the cheap 
est. We look to this railway as likely ti 
furnish Portland, San Eraueisco -am 
other points not on Ptiget Sound ai 
avenue by which they will reach out I'd 
the great trade to be developed in Alas- 
ka. If the matter is wisely handled this 
trade will find its way through the wholt 
length of Vancouver Island, and Victoria 
will reap great benefit therefrom.

It is the intention of the R.A.C. Cor- 
poration to take steps at once to lest 
the constitutionality of the eight-hour 
law. The company says that the Le 
Roi cannot be profitably mined by men 
working for the short day, and it, pro- 
poses to try conclusions with tin- gov 
eminent. As a matter of fact this com 
pany has been persistently violating th 
law. but the government has paid tn 
attention to it, Now it has resolved to 
take such steps as well compel the gov- 
ernment to lake it int., court. .V report 
from Rosslnnd says that when this is 
done a general strike of miners may be 
looked for. I'h,. Mine Owners' Associa- 
tion is determined to tight and if the 
.Miners' Union is equally firm, a long and 
expensive conflict ; -- at hand, anil one 
which will do the mining interests of the 
province a great deal of injury while it 
lasts. 

Mr. Clute, who was sent out by the 
Dominion government at the request of 
tho Miners' Union to investigate alleged 
violations of the law prohibiting the im- 
portation of alien labor, has found very 
little to do. The petition forwarded to 
Urn government spoke of thousands of 
British subjects who were being driven 
out of work, by which they supported 
families, and were being replaced by im- 
ported aliens. The first day's investiga- 
tion showed Mr. Clute that, he had been 
brought out under false pretenses.

■ awakened to full realization of the situa- 
tion and of the advantages now at their 
hand— yet the facts are beginning to 
speak" far themselves, and so plainly that 
they cannot mucin longer be treated with 
indifference. 

Taking the Mount Sicker ramp for an 
illustration, it being 'the camp in which 
development has most advanced; and us- 
ing the Lenora mine in particular as the 
example— it is safe to say that no other 
mine in the province makes ho great a 
showing for the time and money spent 
upon it. 

And it is only one of the shipping 
mines of thre particular camp, a camp 
that hay long since passed the experi- 
mental stage. 

As an incontrovertible fact, the Le- 
nora stands in the position of being to- 
day a heavier continuous shipper than 
any of the Rosaland district mines, with 
the exception of four, and running thta 
forurth very close indeed. At the same 
rime it must not be forgotten in the cal-

The Tyenora mine at Mount Sicker has 
been shipping from 120 to 150 tons per 
week for months past; and the manage- 
ment announce that so soon as the new 
tramway is completed, additional men 
will lie put on, and ore shipments be in- 
creased to from 50 to 100 tons per diem. 
Three hundred and seventy tons in one 
shipment was forwarded to the Van 
Anda smelter last Sunday, while about 
4,000 tons will be shipped during the 
next four mouths. 

Men -aro now being ■employed at the 
mine in development work and in taking 
outeueh of the ore as is thus made avail- 
able — IS tons a day or thereabouts. 
About 500 tons of first-class ore is now 
on hand at the mine, ready for shipment 
as soon ns the tramway to the railway 
line is completed. which will lie in a 
month or six weeks. 

Contractor John Haggarty now has 
construction work well under way, and 
the work is being pushed with all con- 
sistent rapidity. An ore body 22 feet 
in width has been struck in the No. 1 up- 
raise crosscut, 11 feet of ore. 

The mine company having been re- 
Quested to put town lots ou the market, 
have surveyed about 70 well situated 
lots, and are disposing of them at a de- 
cidedly low figure.

OhicaRV) Doctors Use It to Cure a Oasc 
■at Insanity. 

Medical circles in Chicajro have been 
exercised over the extraordinary recov- 
ery of a patient named Irvin Keller Bush 
from an attack of insantiy which was re- 
garded as incurable. The newspapers 
of that city have devoted columns to the 
matter. 

The cure was affected by the use of 
goat's lymph, a remedy said to have been 
first suggested by Dr. B. P. Roberts, of 
Green City, Mo., who recently sailed for 
lDurope to instruct a number of physici- 
ans in his method of operation. 

The lymph was administered to Bush 
under the direction of Dr. Joseph R. 
HawJey, formerly professor of physical 
diagnosis in tho Chicago Clinical School, 
and Dr. A. A. Lowenthnl, former s:iper 
intendent of the Kankakee asylum. 

Ivdn Fuller Bush's family is one of the 
best known iu Joliet, 111. Mr. Bush 
himself is prominent in business and so- 
cial life and until two years ago was in 
the possession of perfect health. 

Five years ago he married Miss Eva 
Smalley, of Joliet, and they have two 
bright children. Two years ago he be- 
came subject to peculiar attacks which 
produced what he described as "a some- 
thing sensation," but he managed his di- 
verse business interests with skill and 
effectiveness until December 15 last, 
when one of bus customary attacks was 
followed by a convulsive choking, which 
completely" prostrated him. 

This was repeated several times and 
his doctor feared that he would die. 
After a time he recovered temporarily, 
but soon developed signs of incipient in- 
sanity. 

Ten days later he experienced another 
seixure and from then onward his mental 
malady made rapid strides. The doctors 
diagnosed the case as one of paranoia. 
He became morose and at times violent, 
and at last was regarded as so dangerous 
that the court ordered his incarceration 
in Kankakee asylum. 

There he grew still worse. At 
his mind seemed absolutely dead, 
attendant placed him in any pc 
say with arms upraised and ha nils ex- 
tended — he would remain m that exact 
attitude until ahe attendant moved him 
to another. At. times, however, ho i>e- 
caruo violent and attacked keepers imd 
other inmates. lie was registered on 
the asylum books as a paranoiac and in- 
curable. A number of doctors who visit- 
ed him coincided in this view. 

Drs. Iluwley and Lowenrhul. however, 
resolved to attempt a cure with Dr. Rob- 
ert's lymph, and after obtaining Mrs. 
Bush's consent they secured the court's 
order for his release. 

The lymph was injected hypodermie- 
ally into his hips and arms four times a 
day. and when an improvement was at 
last noticed, the treatment was dimin- 
ished by degrees to one injection a day. 

Mr. Bush was sent home completely 
cured on Thursday. September 10, and is 
now attending to his business in Joliet 
as if nothing had ever interfered with 
his affairs. Tho treatment lasted for 
ninety days.

FAINT HEARTED PATRIOT. 

New York, Dec. 14.— Because of the 
reverses which have befallen British 
arms in South Africa, and thoroughly 
convinced that England will be beaten in 
the Transvaal. Daniel A. Webber, an 
Englishman, jumped out of his window 
from the fourth story last night and was 
instantly killed. lie was 57 years of

The Asiatic problem with the troubled 
little kingdom of Korea as the bone of 
contention, if not the theatre of action, 
seems to be shaping itself daily into a 
most serious one, which threatens to 
draw the great powers of Europe into its 
dangerous complications. Russian ag- 
gression upon what Japan regards as her 
established rights appears to be bring- 
ing a crisis nearer, and the press of the 
island empire is taking a linn stand for 
the maintenance of the dignity of Japan 
and her national rights. 

A recent minor incident, according to 
advices by the just-arrived Empress, has 
caused the smouldering fire of anger to 
blaze in Japan, and if international com- 
plications do not eventuate during the 
next few weeks it will be indeed surpris- 
ing. , 

The incident in question arose through 
the wreck of a Japanese sealing schooner, 
the Uiuode Maru, off the Copper island 
hunting grounds, all save one boat's 
crew of four being lost. This quartette 
of survivors succeeded in reaching the 
coast, hut instead of being treated with 
the humane consideration due to ship- 
wrecked men, were rudely seized by the 
Russian soldiery and imprisoned — not yet 
having been released, according to latest 
advices. 

The Ilinode-niaru left Hakodate m 
June last, nnd is understood to have had 
400 odd skins on board when she found- 
ered and went down during the -mid-Octo- 
ber galos while on her way to try for 
otter on the Kurile island line. The 
schooner was In charge of Capt W. J. 
Wilson, and included a number of Ameri- 
can hunters in the crew. 

Another incident which may precipi- 
tate a crisis is reported from Matsuye 
(Izumo) under date of the 10th Novem- 
ber, a messenger having arrived there 
from Dlneung island with the news that 
on the 3rd of the month a Russian war- 
ship arrived there and landed 30 men, 
who took down the Japanese Hag, which 
the Japanese residents had hoisted in 
honor of the emperor's birthday, and de- 
clared the island was in the occupation 
of Russia. A series of photographs wa.s 
then taken, and file warship sailed away, 
leaving 15 bluejackets; on the island, 

The Hochi Shimbun, discussing the re- 
lations between Japan and Russia, says 
that when the London Times speaks of 
the patience of the Japanese people as 
nearly exhausted, it describes the situa- 
tion accurately, and adds that if the Jap- 
anese do not make their voices heard 
loudly it is because in matters of foreign 
policy they art- muzzled by officialdom. 

mo Jinmin also writes in a highly 
sensational strain. It takes comfort 
however, in the reflection that the effort 
and expenditure England will have to 
make in connection with the? Transvaal 
are no more to her than the proverbial 
"one hair of nine oxen." ami thai no 
opportunity has really been created for 
foreign aggression in the Far East. At 



tho same time it gives currency to on ex- 
traordinary report that a [high official has 
been despatched by the government to 
Tochigi to obtain the emperor's signature 
to a document supposed to have reference 
to military matters in Korea! 

Under the heading of "Reported Rup- 
ture of Relations Between Russia and 
Japan," the North China Daily News of

Of tho 
old boys, Ilanington obtained a high 
place in the MoGill university matricula- 
tion in July, while Costobadie I. and II. 
qualified for the Royal Medical college 
of London by passing the Cambridge 
junior local examination in all subjects

gaged as drill instructor, and has done 
excellent work with the boys. 

The difficulty of having a suitable field 
for guinea near the school has been ob- 
viated by renting Sir Joseph Trutch's 
field on Cook street.

Prisoner at Pretoria Says 
Things About the Britsh 
Officers. 



In a letter which Mr. Reginald Hay- 
ward haa just received from hi-s old 
friend, Joseph BUimeniliaJ, now in CaiM.'- 
tovvu, S. A., the latter gentleman ffives 
BOiue very interesting details o£ his trip 
thither from Johannesburg— his depart- 
ure having been told o£ in a letter to his 
sister, Mrs. H. I>. Salmon, which the Col- 
onist was permitted to make extracts 
from several weeks ago. In his later let- 
ter, Mr. Blumenthal says: 

"I was unable to obtain a penult from 
tli;? Transvaal government allowing me i" 
stop, and bad to cheer wltb the rest of 
the Britishers who remained la the coun- 
try. 1 left on Monday, October 10, two 
days before the limit allowed to all Brit- 
ishers who were without penults tu remain 
lu the country, expired. On the previous 
day Hie N. Z. A. S. M. (Netherlands South 
African Hallway Company) received orders 
to Issue free tickets to all Britishers re- 
maining In tin. country, bo I obtained one 
and started on my "pleasure trip" to the 
coast. Immediately before starting we 
informed that us the Cape government 
were leaving the station at the 
Free State border, and would not pro- 
vide trains to receive the refugees, we 
.would be sent to Delagoa Bay. After 
travelling about fifty miles on the way Lo 
Delagoa Hay another telegruni wu« re- 
ceived saying that the Free State hud pre- 
vailed on the Cape government railway 
to provide a train for litis, the last lot go- 
ing through t,i the Cape, so we turned back 
and wem to the Free State on our way to 
the Cape Colony. 

"Upon arriving at the South African Re- 
public border we all had to turn out and 
be searched for arms and bar gold. From 
there we went to the border station lu tU'i 
Free State and all had to turn out for the 
purpose of changing "carriages." The.se 
carriages consisted of coal trucks with 
half an Inch of coal dust on the floor, no 
seats of any kind whatsoever, and a plank 
about two feet high to save us from fall- 
ing out of the truck on to the ground. The 
surroundings were on a pur with the truck, 
if mil worse. I was situated at the side of 
n truck sitting on top of my box. Next 
to me, on my left, were about three or 
four families of Kaffirs, each one possess- 
ing the full flavor and perfume of the un- 
washed black. At my back was a com- 
pany of Unlays, jabbering In their lingo 
and making a most Infernal row the whole 
day long, and they had with them a very- 
large quantity of baggage, which made it 
impossible to move in any direction, or 
even to stand up comfortably. (In the

DIED IN GAOL. 



Man Suspected of the Binj,., . ... 
Passed Away Yesterday After- 
noon. 

Daniel McDonald Gordon, known as 
Sergt. Gordon through his claim that he 
hud boon a non-commissioned officer in 
the fMrd Sutherland Highlanders, died 
nl the provincial gaol yesterday after- 
noon, as the result of a severe hemorr- 
hage. As soon as it was learned that 
Gordon was dying Supt. Hussey rushed 
to I he gaol in the hope thai the dying 
man would clear up the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of Mrs. Bings on 
the Indian reserve, for the |M>licc sus- 
pected that Gordon knew more about 
the murder than tiny one else. However, 
lie was loo far gone when the Superinten- 
dent arrived to make n statement. 

Suspicion first attached to Cordon n 
few days after the murder when ho of- 
fered his services as « private detective 
to the police. He haunted the headquar- 
ters and finally led the police to the 
spot where the skirt belonging to the 
dead woman was found, although the 
police had previously made a diligent 
search for it without success. This seem- 
ed so suspicious that the police made f 
search of Gordon's cabin and in n tub 
of water found a lot of clothes, which, 
however, were so filthy and had been in 
tho water for so long that nothing could 
he made of them. 

There was another circumstance that 
tnndo the police suspect Gordon. On the 
night of the murder a man answering 
Gordon's description was seen by Mrs. 
Bales of Victoria West as she left tin 
railway bridge to proceed home througl 
Ihi) Indian reserve. The man peered 
into her face, followed her a short dis-

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Dec. 14.— The trades and 
labor council recently asked the Domin- 
ion government to investigate the com- 
plaint made to them that uiuiiy of the 
post otllco employees of Vancouver were 
overworked and underpaid. The conn- 
cil added words to the effect that should 
the federal government not comply with 
their request they might be heard from 
again more emphatically— on the occa- 
sion of the forthcoming elections. 

Post Otllco Inspector Bennett is in 
Vancouver and lots been here for two or 
three weeks inspecting the Vancouver 
post o/Jice. It baring been said that 
his visit is in connection with the com- 
munication sent to the department by 
the trades uud labor council, the Colonist 
correspondent coiled ou .Mr, Bennett 

yesterday to ?Ud out. 

Mr. Bennett saiu that the department 
of course always attended to any repre- 
sentation made by a community or body 
of men of recognized standing, aud his 
visit wus partly due to the communica- 
tion received by the department from 
the Knights of Labor at Vancouver. I' 
wa.s looking very thoroughly into 
matter, and would make an e v ' 
report. He had noi vet P- , -'»a«stlvo 
, bors, and could m ' ...islied his bi- 
as to tho express mi opinion, 
I o« , rP(\R01iabloilei<B| or otlierwise, 
tnp complaints made, 11 is recoiniueli-

natioii Mr. Bennett tleclared that with 
ttho cost ot living the same or about the 
same Vancouver post office officials Were 
paid much better than Winnipeg clerks. 

In Winnipeg low salaried clerks from 
$800 down received 10 per cent of their 
salary only as a supplementary amount 
for increased cost of living as compared 
with thi! East, while in Vancouver clerks 
received $10 u mouth additional. 

Again the number of clerks in the Van- 
couver office according to population was 
about the same as in Winnipeg. If any- 
thing Vancouver had the advantage. He 
thought perhaps that the high co-st of liv- 
ing should be taken up by the trades and 
labor council in another direction. Rents 
for houses were exorbitantly high In 
Vancouver. It would, he thought, bo 
more to the point for the trades and 
labor union to unite their forces in oblig- 
ing the landlords to bring down these 
rents, and tha same might apply in some 
degree at least to high priced provision 
sto-T^S, Provisions, however, were get- 
ting chetfjier every year in British Co- 
lumbia, ana there wus not now any very 
marked difference in the price of staples 
here than in the Bast. The great evil 
wus the ridiculously high rents In Van- 
couver. The poor had u harder time of 
it in Winnipeg, however, with provisions 
a trifle cheaper, fuel is far dearer in 
Manitoba, and the houses of the poor 
require more fuel than tho houses of 
the rich and they have to pay $'.) for 
every ton of coal they bunt. Bents also 
are very high there. 

Mr. Bennett said that his inspection 
here would ncccsistatc his going thor- 
oughly into the working of the " -v1 , u ,u 
toba offices on his way back flH ( j in- 
clusion must be arrived f£ through mak- 
ing comparisons as, ^ oU „„ ,* ,„,„.,.

THE MANITOBA HARVEST. 

Wheat Five Million Bushels Short of 
Estimate— Weather Conditions 
Best in Years. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 13.— The final Manito- 
ba government crop bulletin issued by the 
agricultural department reduces the 
August estimate of the wheat crop from 
33,000,000 bushels to about 28,000,000. 
The principal causes of shrinkage were a 
period of draught in August when the 
wheat was filling and the ravages of the 
Hessian 11 v. 

Harvest time was favorable, although 
a heavy snow storm, early in October, 
delayed" stacking and threshing for a 
week or ten days. But this snow all dis- 
appeared, and since thnt date up to the 
first of December the weather hns been 
without, exception the finest experienced 
in Manitoba for over 20 years; plowing 
was continued in all parts of the province 
to the end of November.
